CALIFORNIA. 


A pplication D e n ie d -Im p o rta n t Decision. 
San F rancisco, June 1st.—The Supreme 
Court has denied the application of John H. 
Burke for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
Assessor to assess certificates of stock. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
Sam F r a n c is c o , June 1st.—In deciding the 
esse of Burke vs. the Assessor, on the ques­ 
tion of taxing certificates of stock, to-day 
Justice Ross, in delivering the opinion, held 
that the Constitution of the State does not 
require or authorize double taxation. On the 
contrary, its language clearly prohibits it. 
The stock of any corporation consists of its 
franchise and such other property as the cor­ 
poration may own. 
When, therefore, all of 
the property of the corporation is assessed— 
its franchise and all of its other property of 
every character—then all of the stock of the 
corporation is assessed, and the mandate of 
the Constitution is complied with. This prop­ 
erty is held by the corporation in trust 
for stockholders, who are beneficial owners of 
it in certain proportions cilied shares, and 
which are usually evidenced by certificates of 
stock. The share of each stockholder is un­ 
doubtedly property, but it is an interest in 
the very property held by the corporation, 
nothing more. When the property of a cor­ 
poration is assessed to it, and the tax thereon 
paid, who but the stockholders pay it ? It is 
true that it is paid from the treasury of the 
corporation before the 
money therein is 
divided, but it is substantially the same thing 
as if paid from the pockets of the individual 
stockholders. Justices Sharpstein, McKee, 
Thornton and McKiustry concur in the de­ 
cision. Chief Justice Morrison concurs so 
far as the opinion relates to savings bank de­ 
posits, expressing no opinion on the question 
of taxation of certificates of stock. 
Justice 
Myrick concurs, except the assessment of 
savings bank deposits, on which subject 
he expresses no opinion. 
In business circles 
the decision gives great satisfaction, and is 
considered to have an important bearing on 
the interests of the State. 


T rial o f C larence G ray fu r Ihc M urder

Redwood City, Judb 1st.—The trial of 
Clarence Gray for the murder of Theodore

EX-PRESIDENT HAYES ON THE SITUATION. 


C h ic a g o , June 1st.—The Journal's Cin­ 
cinnati special iays: Ex-President Hayes, 
in an interview yesterday, expressed himself 
Viry freely about ex-Senator Conkling. He says 
he believes Cockling is a monomaniac on the 
subject of his own importance. 
“ It is a 
serious thing te say,” said he, “ hut I am per­ 
fectly confident that Conkling is not at times 
a rational creature. He has become so in- 
fnsed with his own importance that it has 
grown into a monomania.” Mr. Hayes says 
Conkling has made three attempts to de­ 
stroy the Republican party, the first in 1876, 
when he did all he could to defeat the Repub­ 
licans in New York, the second time during 
the session of the Electoral Commission, 
when he had a speech prepared to overthrow 
the action of the Commission, but was pre­ 
vented from delivering it by Senator Morton, 
and the third time in favoring the abortive 
Potter investigating committee. 


WHY ROBERTSON WAS NOMINATED. 


C h ic a g o , June 1st.—The Ti-ibune's Wash­ 
ington special says : The fact which decided 
the President to nominate Mr. Robertson as 
Collector has at last become known, and it 
must remove the doubts of a large number of 
those who have questioned the policy of the 
President’s first step, even while supporting 
him since against the course taken by Conk­ 
ling. It appears that it had been determined 
upon to appoint Robertson to some promi­ 
nent office in New York, a n l this conclusion 
had been reached Ik foie the first batch of 
nominations for that State was made.

at this time the President was given to un­ 
derstand, in a way which admitted of no 
mistake,' that Conkling would insist upon 
controlling the CuBtom-liouse appointments 
whenever a change should lie made.

as the President became convinced of this, he 
decided to make a change in the Custom- 
houre at once, and have tho fight out on the 
threshold of his administration, rather thau 
have'it injected into the middle of his term, 
as it would have been had he waited until 
M erritt’s term had expired. 


ANOTHER INTERVIEW WITH THE EX -PR ISID EN T 


ON THE SAME SUBJECT. 


C l e v e l a n d , June 1st.—The Herald pub­ 
lishes an interview with ex-Presideut H ay c, 
in which he says : “ Mr. Conkling is a mono­ 
maniac on the subject of his own importance. 
He is so imprefsed with his own greatness 
that it has become more than an eccentricity 
—it is a monomania. 
This is quite a com­ 
mon phase of insanity', and the malady takes 
that form that the patients often imagine 
that they are some distinguished character or 
superior being. 
There are over’ fifty Presi­ 
dents in the insano asylum. 
Some think 
themselves Napoleons, a King, a Czar, Christ 
or the Almighty himself. 
Conkling is drift­ 
ing that way. 
Men who do his bidding 
he 
considers 
in a state of 
subjection 
to him, and thoso who refuse to 
obey 
hi3 dictates he considers his most bitter 
enemies. He thinks they are trying to hu­ 
miliate him. 
Humiliate is a favorite term 
with him. In 1870 General Robinson asked 
Conkling to come and make speeches in 
Ohio, and the reply was, ‘Why do you ask 
me to come to Ohio, when they have insulted 
me there ?’ 
‘ Insulted you, how ?’ asked 
General Robinson. 
'W hy, have they not 
indorsed this man Hayes’ administration, 
thereby making a direct drive at me ?’ Gen 
eral Robinson assured Couklii.g that he- 
was never thought 
of 
by any one 
in 
that connection, but Conkling could not 
be 
persuaded 
that 
such 
was 
the 
case. 
Conkling’s 
downward 
tendency 
dated from 1870. lie then tried in every­ 
way possible to defeat the Republican party 
in New York. Governor Morgan, candidate 
for Governor in New York that year, was well 
eatUfied that Conkling did all in his power to 
defeat him. Conkling made three attempts 
to betray the Republican party. This was 
one of them. The next was the Electoral 
Commission. 
He had a speech already pre­ 
pared to overthow the action of the Commis­ 
sion relative to the returns from Louisiana. 
Senator Morton discovered his plan, and suc­ 
ceeded in defeating it. 
There never would 
have been a Potter investigation committee 
but for Conkling. The Democrats were loth 
to go into it, and only did bo at the earnest 
solicitation of Conkling. 
I will not say he 
falsified in this case, for I think he really be­ 
lieved that men on the Louisiana Returning 
Board had entered into a bargain for the sale 
of tbat State, and Conkling assured the 
Southern Senators that I would from shame 
leave the White House in thirty days after 
the investigation began.”

TEE 
STATEMENT 
CF 
CAMPBELL. 


The statem ent of Campbell concerning 
his treatment in the City Prison onght not 
to be allowed to pass without investiga­ 
tion. 
He alleges that during an imprison­ 
m ent of six weeks he was only allowed to 
wash himself three times ; that he became 
so tormented with vermin that he at­ 
tempted suicide ; and that notw ithstand­ 
ing his loathsome condition he received no 
relief from the police who had biin in 
charge. 
Now it scarcely requires to be 
said that if this statem ent is true the men 
who thus abused a prisoner ought to be 
turned out of office, and that they deserve 
further to bo punished with the utmost 
severity the law' permits. 
A more abomi­ 
nable outrage than this statement embodies 
it would be difficult to conceive of, and 
those who are accused should lose no time 
in vindicating themselves if they are inno­ 
cent. This is not the first time that charges 
of bad treatment have been made by pris­ 
oners, and while it may be true that in 
many cases such charges are made out of 
mere malice, and without foundation, there 
is reason to believe that there has been 
some ground for just complaint in more 
than one instance. The present, however, is 
a positive and specific accusation, and 
we have no hesitation in saying that it 
calls for a serious investigation. 
It is the 
interest of the community that the proper 
authority of the police should be main­ 
tained, and therefore no charges should be 
accepted as true without full inquiry. Iiut 
it is also the interest of the community 
that charges which involve brutality of tho 
kind alleged by Campbell should be sifted 
thoroughly. 
To keep a prisoner in a cell 
without any means of washing himself, un­ 
til he is covered with vermin, is an atrocity 
for which no characterization can be too 
severe, and no officer capable of perpetrat­ 
ing such a deed is fit to be intrusted with 
any authority over his fellows. 
N o officer 
so charged can therefore afford to lie under 
such au imputation if it is false, nor can 
the public afford to excuse him if it is 
true. 
There has been enough irresponsi­ 
ble talk about this matter, and it is time 
the case was taken up seriously and gone 
into with a single eye to the elucidation 
of the truth. 


ARCHBISHOP PEKC3S. 


The case of the Archbishop of New Or­ 
leans appears to lie a peculiar one. 
In 
1862 he was a French subject, residing in 
N ew Orleans. 
General 15. F. Butler ap­ 
peared there, destroyed property valued at 
$3,000 belonging to the Archbishop, and 
put him in prison. 
For these injuries he 
claims damages in £40,000, with interest. 
The French-American Claims Commission, 
however, 
has just decided against his 
claims on the ground that, though he was a 
French subject in 1802, he subsequently 
became naturalized as an American citi­ 
zen. 
It is not pretmded that he was not 
a French subject in 1SC2, wben the events 
occurred upon which his claim is based. 
H ow then can his naturalization in 1870 
affect the validity of that claim ? 
-Suppose 
that Mr. Percbc had sustained the injuries 
he allege 8 in 1SC2, and had died the follow­ 
ing ye3r. 
W ould not his heirs have been 
entitled to put in a claim on behalf of his 
estate? 
And if his death subsequent to 
1662 would not have barred his claim, how 
can the fact that he afterwards became an 
American citizen bar it? 
The French- 
American Claims Commission allege that 
bis claim docs not come within the terms of 
tho treaty, “ which only provides for the 
“ claims of French citizens.” 
B ut surely 
it must be admitted that Mr. Perche was a 
French subject at the only time when the 
question of his citizenship was of any vital 
importance to his claim. 
How could his 
subsequent naturalization affect the fact 


th a t General Butler had destroyed his 
property when he was a French subject ? 
I t appears to us that the French Claims 
Commiision has rendered a very curious 
derision in this case. 


A very remarkable case of suicide has 
just been unraveled at §an Francisco. 
A 
week ago the body of a young m an was 
found lying in an empty lot in that city. 
He had evidently shot himseli through the 
heart, and had been dead some hours. 
On 
his person were found letters, signed 1 \ . 
H. Ward, stating that he had killed a m an 
named F. H. Bates, and that he had sent 
the trunk and some of the property of his 
victim to the latter’s sweetheart, a girl 
named Lizzie Smyser, living at Salt Lake 
City. 
The letters, one of which was ad­ 
dressed to a local newspaper, contained 
aho a rambling story about two men who 
had been accomplices with the deceased in 
the murder of Bates, and in other crimes, 
and a minute description of these men was 
given, ostensibly w ith a view to their ar­ 
rest. 
The letters both contained requests 
that Miss .Smyser should be informed of 
the murder of her lover and of the suicide 
of the murderer. 
The case as it stood 
wore a most extraordinary aspect. 
The 
persistence with which the dead man had 
dw elt upon the Salt Lake love affair, how­ 
ever, did not appear to the police to be in 
harmony with his general narrative, and 
Chief Crcwley almost immediately sus­ 
pected that the corpse was really that of 
Bates himself, and that he had taken this 
singular method of killing himself for the 
purpose of retaining the affections of his 
betrothed, and perhaps of dissipating sus­ 
picions the grounds fcr which were only 


known to himself. 
The detectives at once went to work on 
the case, however. 
They communicated 
with the police of Salt Lake City, and by 
means of photographs they succeeded in 
establishing the identity of the dead man 
with Bates. 
After careful research it was 
discovered that Bates had engaged himself 
to Miss Smyser at Salt Lake City ; that he 
had left that place ostensibly to take a 
clerical position in a Nevada store, with 
the purpose of purchasing an interest in 
the business ultim ately ; that he had failed 
to secure the partnership through lack of 
m eans; that he then proceeded to San 
Francisco, as he alleged, for medical ad­ 
vice ; that he had there gone from one ho­ 
tel to another, no doubt for the purpose of 
concealing his identity, since he registered 
under different names at each new place ; 
that he had then sent his trunk to Salt 
Lake City, together with a diary which 
pretended to give some clue to his fate ; 
and that having made all these elaborate 
preparations he had finished his work by 
shooting himself. 
The pain3 which he took to give an air of 
reality to the strange fiction lie had in­ 
vented is shown by the entries in his diary, 
in which he quite skillfully introduces 
casual mention of a rencontre with one 
W ayde, or Ward, whom he speaks of as a 
“ clever thief,” and as “ dangerous,” and 
concerning whom he writes that he will 
watch him closely. 
More than once this 
“ clever thief ” is brought into the diary, 
and at the same time Bates intimates that 
he himself has plenty of money, which it 
behoves him to keep a guard over. 
Evi­ 
dently this part of the diary was devised 
with the express purpose of hearing out 
the letter subsequently written, to the 
effect that poor Bates had been murdered 
for his money, despite h¡3 suspicions and 
his watchfulness. 
But though the plot 
was somewhat ingeniously constructed for 
an amateur, the intending suicide could 
not sufficiently conceal his anxiety in 
regard to the sentiments of Miss Smyser, 
and this it wa3 which betrayed him. 
He 
failed to realize that a real murderer, euch 
as he represented him to be, would have 
been the very last kind of person to take 
any trouble about the sweetheart of h¡3 
victim, while hy representing the imagina­ 
ry Ward as a sort of professional assassin 
he overdid the thing completely, and 
rendered all the sentiment of the fabricated 
letter as unnatural and incongruous as 
rouge on the cheeks of a corpse. 
The only theory of the case thus far 
reached is that Bates had engaged himself 
to Mibs Smyser under false representa­ 
tions ; that he had pretended to be a man 
of means, whereas he was poor : that fail­ 
ing in Ids efforts to establish himself, and 
being equally unwilling to marry his be­ 
trothed under false pretense?, and to con­ 
fess the truth to her, he finally determined 
to kill himself as the shortest way out of 
the difficulty, but resolved to do this in 
such a manner that his sweetheart would 
not come to the knowledge of the truth, 
but would mourn him as the victim of a 
dreadful murder. 
Of course it must have 
been a very peculiar kind of mentality 
that could deliberately arrange and coolly 
work out a plot of this character, and 
the easiest explanation of it would be 
the assumption that 
Bates 
was 
mad. 
W e cannot indeed assert that he was 
not mad, l.ut certainly there was no sus­ 
picion of Lis insanity during his life. 
A t 
th 3 
hotels 
where 
he 
stayed 
he 
was regarded as 
a sober, quiet young 
man, who talked very little and read a 
great deal. 
H e appears to have acted in a 
rational way wherever he went, and if he 
was insane there certainly was a great deal 
of method in his madness. 
One point, 
however, seems clear, and that is that he 
belonged to the peculiar class in whom the 
love of life—usually the strongest of influ­ 
ences 
is very feeble. 
No man attached 
to life as the generality of men are could 
have thus coolly killed himself for so com­ 
paratively slight a cause. 
Apparently it 
was nothing more than a morbid sensitive­ 
ness which impelled him to suicide. 
A lto­ 
gether the case is one of the most singular 
we have encountered for many years, and 
it deserves to be remembered as an illus­ 
tration of the fact that truth is very often 
far stranger than fiction.

DECLINING. 


It is evident that Conkling has alto­ 
gether overestimated his strength, ar.d that 
in fact he is really so weak that had he 
understood the situation he would cither 
not have resigned, or, having resigned, he 
would 
have 
declined 
to 
attem pt

re-clectcd. 
But while the collapse 
of his fight is conspicuously apparent, it 
is not so clear that the Administration 
men know what they are about. 
If they 
intend to elect Senators at the present 
time 
they 
will 
have 
to 
unite 
upon 
somebody. 
They cannot 
go on voting 
in driblets for Tom, Dick and Harry 
interminably. 
If 
this 
scattering 
fire 
be kept np too loDg it may become danger­ 
ous. 
(.'oakling's present weakness is evi­ 
dent, but if his friends stand hy him, and 
his enemies cannot agree upon their candi­ 
dates, it is on the cards that their strength 
may gravitate back to him. 
It is, how­ 
ever, too toon to talk of auch a danger, for 
the contest has only just opened. 
There 
are indications that if Cornel! wants Conk- 
ling’s seat he can have it. 
W hether his 
election would be altogether consistent 
with the position the anti-Conklingitcs 
have taken, is a consideration tob e heeded. 
The relations of Cornell with Conkling are 
almost as close as thpse of l'latt with 
Conkling. 
Cornell, however, if elected, 
would probably not throw away bis oppor­ 


tunities 
for 
the 
sake 
of 
gratifying 
a man who would then be practically 
out of politics, and therefore his elec­ 
tion 
might 
be 
safe 
enough. 
Just 
now the most obvious circumstance is that 
Conkling has another magnificent oppor­ 
tunity to resign, though there is little 
probability that he will act upon it, seeing 
that he is “ in the hands of his friends.” 
H is “ column ” has not thus far shown so 
much discipline as it did at Chicago, and 
should it yielü still more in the succeeding 
ballots there is a possibility that it may 
melt suddenly away and leave him stand­ 
ing alone. 
All that is required at this 
moment to end the struggle is an agree­ 
ment on the part of the Administration 
members, and the indications are that they 
w ill reach this soon, since it is their wish 
to elect Senators who are Republicans, and 
not to encounter the risk of a Democratic 
revival by postponing the election, 


THE 
MONETARY 
CONFERENCE. 


It is reported from W ashington that the 
dispatches of Mr. Evarts concerning the 
progress of the monetary conference are 
written in a discouraging tone. 
\ \ e are 
not at all surprised at thi?, if Mr. Evarts 
at any time believed that the monetary 
conference wa3 likely to produce practical 
results. 
But since it has been apparent 
for some considerable time to outsiders 
that the plans which the American mem­ 
bers proposed to that body were certain 
to be rejected, it is remarkable that Mr. 
Evarts Bhould manifest fresh despondency 
over the business. 
W e suppose that no­ 
body but a few silver lunatics ever be­ 
lieved that the conference would effect 
anything, inasmuch as it was long ago 
perceived by intelligent men that the 
American scheme was 
impractical and 
illusive. 
The N ew York Times is prob­ 
ably not far from the truth when it says 
“ the unpleasant probability is that the 
“ enterprise on which the American Govern- 
“ ment entered with such a light heart wil} 
“ prove not only a fiasco, but one not 
“ wholly far from the appearance of being 
“ ridiculous.” 
The “ lightness ” of which 
the Times speaks, however, might per­ 
haps he more correctly attributed to the 
head than to the heart, of the American 
Government, in this case. 


SILVER CIRCULATION. 


It is stated that the circulation of the 
“ buzzard” dollar is decreasing; that in 
fact the period of saturation was reached 
at the end of last year, and that since the 
1st of January all the silver coined has 
gone into the treasury vaults and remained 
there. 
Nevertheless the coinage of silver 
dollars proceeds at the rate of £2,000,000 a 
month, and Congress looks on and is afraid 
to stop the mischief, and all the time the 
mints are forcing the country nearer and 
nearer to the brink of that financial Niagara 
which will settle the qnestion of “ bimet­ 
allism” for us by compelling rss to take 
oar place alongside of Asia as a silver 
standard country. 
The people have got 
enough of the “ buzzard” dollar. 
They 
never wanted it, but it was forced upon 
them. 
And now the silver is piling up in 
the treasury, aud because for the moment 
it does no perceptible harm our “ states­ 
men” think they can afford to leave the 
question alone.

Prospectors are beginning work in Idaho 
and Montana. 
The DeW Itt tunnel, Amador county, is 
now over 700 feet long. 
Copper City, Shasta county, shipped 
§1,400 in bullion last week. 
The mine-jumping season opens up brisk­ 
ly in the Black Hills, Dakota. 
A large deposit of garnets has been found 
near Caipella, Mendocino county. 
Work is being recommenced on the Le­ 
viathan copper mine, Alpine county. 
Fine lots of gold are being brought in 
from the Magalia mints, Butte county. 
The Ilanauer smelter, Utah, is running 
steadily and producing excellent bullion. 
The Keeler mill, Inyo county, has been 
adding a "prospect m ill” to its apparatus. 
Beveridge District, Inyo county, contin­ 
ues to report new locations and high as­ 
says. 
Low-grade quartz ledges abound in Fres­ 
no county, waiting for cheaper milling fa­ 
cilities. 
The length of the new Miocene flume, 
near Oroville, is 33 miles, and it cost 
§125,000. 
Oregon placer miners are winding up the 
season’s work everywhere. 
The run was 
over a month short. 
The /acaten mill, Skull Flat, near W est 
Point, Calaveras county, was burned last 
week. 
Loss, about §8,000. 
The work of repairing damages on the 
Btuart Fork ditch of the Buckeye Company, 
Trinity county, Í3 progressing. 
Pinto is a new mining district in Utah. 
It Í3 seventy miles from Frisco, and within 
eight miles of Antelope Springs. 
A party’ of Wheatlanders have located 
the txtension to the .Spencerville copper 
mine, and incorporated a company. 
As soon as the arrangements are per­ 
fected a shaft will he sunk from 500 t> 600 
feet dscp on the Bovee mine, Calaveras 
county. 
It is estimated that the bullion product 
of the ¡Á-adville smelters for May will 
reach §800 000, aud double that amount 
during June. 
There ¡3 some mining going on in the 
tributaries to Sierra valley. 
The Cascade 
hydraulic gold mine in Grizzly valley is 
being worked. 
Ore is being taken from the Confidence 
mine, Calaveras county, which is esti­

three inches high. 
On the 30th of August, 
187!), he wcs shipppd to Liverpool, and went 
from there to 
Newmarket. 
He trained 
into fine 
shape 
early 
in 
tho season, 
and ran 
with

-success at New­ 
market. 
A t the second spring 
meeting 
he 
won 
the 
Newmarket 
two-year-old 
plate from the others. 
He was beaten 
at the Epsom summer meeting for the 
YVoodcote * stakes by Lord Calthorp’s An­ 
gelina, but at the same meeting he won the 
two-year-old stakes. A t Ascot he was beaten 
by Mr. Leigh’s Sir Charles, and at the July 
meeting was beaten by a head by Lord Fal­ 
mouth's Balgal for ths July stakes. 
A t the 
same meeting he won the Chesterfield staxes 
from nine others. 
A t the Sandowa second 
summer meeting lie was beaten by Bulk’s 
Lady Chelmsford for the Great Kingston 
plate. 
A t Goodwood he won the Levant 
stakes from five others. 
He ran four other 
races, but did not win either. 
His recent 
effort for 2 000 guineas, when he was proba­ 
bly beaten by mismanagement by Peregrine, 
showed that he still retained his previous 
high f rai. 
THE LUCKY OWNER.

W ash in g ton, .Tune 1st.—The Readjuster 
State Convention, which meets at_Richmond, 
Va., promises to be ot unusual interest, on 
account of the complications growing out of 
the recent special session of the Senate of the 
United States. 
The reporter of the Western 
Associated PreFS has had au interview with 
the leading men of all the parties in Virginia. 
A leader of the Conservative Republicans 
said : 
The Readjusters’ canvass in 1881 is a 
repetition of the Independent Democratic- 
Republican movement of ISC'J. _ Then Ma- 
hone and Lewis formed a combination, tho 
firmer controlling the gubernatorial office, 
aud tha latter the Senatoiship. 
The move­ 
ment was purely selfish, having no principle 
involved, and the result did not advance Re­ 
publicanism. 
So it is with tho movement 
this year. 
The same men are in i t ; Halione 
and Lewis are the leaders. 
Mahone sought to 
put himself on the Democratic party of this 
State, and when he failed he turned towards 
the colored Republicans. 
He cared nothing 
for the colored people, only so far as they aid 
him in his schemes. 
His plan undoubtedly 
is to combine the worst elements of all par­ 
ties and get control of the State, and finally 
the head of a W hite Man’s party. 
If he 
should fiad it necessary he would himself 
take the nomination for Governor and canvass 
the State. 
This would be his strongest card. 
Then, if he were to have control < f the l ’ed- 
eral patronage, lie might succeed.

He 
has never been au employe of the company. 
Grant left St. Louis in a special car. 
King 
was special baggage master. 
Tha baggage of 
Grant was never in charge of the express 
company during the trip. 
King sealed a 
package with a private monogram, thus 
rousing suspicion. 
It wo» opened and the 
jewelry found, which was forwarded to the 
Iron Mountain road. 
S t. L o u is, June 1st.—A coherent account 
of the Grant robbery is hard to get. 
De­ 
tective Byers, of Iron Mountain, says King 
was a hrakeman at the rear of the train to 
which the Grant party’s special car was at­ 
tached. 
Fitzpatrick was not on the train at 
all. 
Byers thinks King robbed the General’s 
baggage at night, ami when he met his old 
friend Fitzpatrick they got drnnk, where­ 
upon King produced the decorations to adorn 
their persons.

O m a h a, June 1st.—The high license law, 
known as the Sloeumb bill, requiring ealocn- 
ketpers in cities rf over 10,000 people to pay 
ft liceDEe of §1,000 per year, and in smaller 
places $500 ; also requiring an ironclad bond 
of §5,000 ; also that all screens shall be taken 
dowD, went into effect to-day in Nebraska, 
but was totally unobserved by tho Omaha 
liquor men. who propose to tight tho law on 
the ground of unconstitutionality.

crowd,

charge of cavalry down the short streets

windows 
at the end of the street. 
The air was filled 
with stones and bricks, and frightened shop­ 
keepers who were endeavoring to put up 
their shutters were hurled to the ground and 
ridden over. 
Several Hussars were unhorsed 
by the crowd and trampled on by the horses 
of their comrades coming behind them.

charge through the streets lasted fully half an 
hour.

THE ISTHMUS CANAL—POINTS OF THE PRO­ 
TOCOL. 
P anama, May 24th.—The Star and Herald 
publishes the following resume of the leading 
points of the protocol eaid to have heen 
signed by representatives of Colombia and 
the United States at New York : 
Snips of war and military convoys of the 
United States may, in peace or war, pass 
free through the canal without payment of 
tolls. 
By common consent both Govern­ 
ments will select in the territory of the Isth­ 
mus places appropriate for forts, arsenals, 
coaling docks and naval storehouses. 
In 
time of peace there shall he no American 
military force on the Isthmus beyond that 
indispensable for the repair and preservation 
of such forts, arsenal?, etc. 
In case the neu­ 
trality cf the canal should be threatened, the 
United States are authorized to take mili­ 
tary occupation of the Isthmus, and Colom­ 
bia will be obliged to co-opcrnte. 
Ships of 
war aud military expeditions of all other na­ 
tions except the United States will have nc 
right to pass through tho canal in time of 
peace. 
Nevertheless tho two nations may, 
by a mutual undcistandfrg, permit the inno­ 
cent use of tuo highway to such ships and ex­ 
peditions. 
Colombia undertakes to enter 
into r.o negotiations concerning the canal, or 
alter the rules and regulations governing it, 
without previous accord with the United 
States. 
Tho Star and Herald adds : The protocol 
has been disapproved by the Colombia Sen­ 
ate. 
Mr. Derchmar, United States Minister 
to Colombia and author of tho protocol, is 
furious.

PEC3ABLE MCKDES. 


Peter Korelli Is Shot by George Milaslch 
on K Street 
Between the hours of 5 and 6 o’clock last 
evening George Milasich, proprietor of the 
New Campi Restaurant on K street, between 
Fifth and Sixth, shot, and probably mortally 
wounded, Peter Morelli, an employe in the 
establishment. 
There appears to have been 
no cause for the act, except th at Milasich 
was upon a spree and, as was charitably said 
of him, “ is a bad man, and always wants to 
fight when in liquor.” 
He is reputed to have 
been in this condition during the entire day 
yesterday. 
About 3 o’clock in the atternoon officer 
Arlington m et him on K street, between 
Third and Fourth, and he then appeared 
somewhat intoxicated. 
A ilington then went 
to the New Campi R estaurant to get his 
dinner, and while there Morelli asked him " 
he had seen MilaBich, ar,d remarked that he 
was acting very badly and neglecting his 
business, being away and leaving him to a t­ 
tend to everything, and th at a cook had left, 
making it still worse. 
A t about 4 o’clock in the afternoon officer 
Lee was called into a restaurant on Second 
street, between J and K, where Milasich was 
at the time, and requested that he take him 
away. 
As soon as Milasich saw the officer he 
got up at.d said he was going hom el and 
walked out to the street and took a carriage 
and was driven away. 


THE SHOOTING. 
Between 5 and C o’clock the shooting took 
place, and the following statem ent was ob­ 
tained in relation to the transaction : 
Jacob Eichman, a barber employed on the 
opposite side of the street, was in the res 
tcurant at the time and Bays : I was in the 
New Campi Restaurant atih e time the shoot­ 
ing took place. 
Peter Morelli had taken my 
order, and just brought my supper to the 
table where I was sitting, and then walked 
to the front part of the restaurant, when 
George Milasich, the proprietor, said to him, 
W hat’s the m atter you w ith; you tell every­ 
body that 1 am drunk.” Morelli replied, 
' *9, I didn’t tell anybody you were drunk.” 
Ju st then they stepped around between the 
counter and the private box. and I heard 
Milasich say : “ Damn you. 1 will pay you 
now, if you want to quit.” 
I heard nothing 
further said, hut two or three seconds after­ 
ward I heard a shot fired and immediately 
after this Morelli walked towards my table 
very quickly and fell down upon the floor. 
After the shut was fired Milasich remarked ; 
Th= d—n s— of a b— he tried to kill 
me.” and as he said so, started toward Mo­ 
relli, and then went back behind the bar 
again, and walked backward and forward, 
crying and saying: “ This man wanted to 
kill me.” I think I heard Morelli say that 
he did not do anything to him. 
Ju s t then a 
crowd rushed into the room, and I went out 
and saw no more. 
ANOTHER STATEMENT. 
H . C. Johnson, who was at the place soon 
after the shooting, states as follows : I was 
in the Senate saloon on the opposite side of 
the street when the shooting occurred. 
I 
heard a shot across the street and ran out, 
and heard a screaming at the New Campi 
Restaurant. 
I went there and found Peter 
Morelli in the dining-room, partially lying 
down between two tables. 
George Milasich, 
the proprietor, was rushing around the room 
wildly, and said 
Morelli 
shot 
himself. 
Morelli said th at Milasich shot him, but 
as they talked in a broken, foreign language, I 
could not understand much they said, but as 
I understood it, they repeated it two or three 
times as I have said. Ju st then two or three 
others came in, and we loosened Morelli’s 
clothes, and found that he was shot in the 
right side, in the region of the second or 
third 
rib. 
W e 
raised 
him 
up 
and 
examined his body, and found th at the ball 
had stopped in his body. 
Milasich acted as 
if he still wanted to attack Morelli, and 
came up in a threatening manner. 
I shoved 
him back out of the way, and told him he 
could npt touch him. 
D r. Montgomery 
came in soon after, and we took the wounded 
man out upon a back porch, where he could 
get air. and laid him down. 
About this time 
Milasich was arrested and taken to the 
station. 
I didn’t see either have a Disto), 
but local officer Howe and I found a revolver 
in a box bshind the bar in the front portion 
of the restaurant soon after Milasich was ar­ 
rested. 
morflli’s statement. 
Chief K archer and City A ttorney Ander­ 
son were at the place very soon affer the 
shooting took place, and Morelli stated in 
their presence that Milasich had been quar­ 
reling with him all the afternoon, and had 
had the pistol out before. 
Morelli told him 
to take bis pistol away and not bother him 
in his work. 
He had the pistol out he said 
at the time the shooting took place, and was 
apparently trying to pick a quarrel with him. 
Morelli said “ he was intoxicated and quar­ 
relsome, and I was tending to my work.” 
Morelli stated th at Milasich had also been 
quarrelsome towards others during the day, 
and he at one time pulled him into the res­ 
taurant to keep him out of difficulty. 
As it was l>elieved from his condition that 
Murelli would soon die, Chief Karcher had 
him make an ínte-ao.ten¡ s atement i i rela­ 
tion to the shooting, which was red u cd to 
writing, anil reads as follows : “ I think I am 
going to die, and say th at George Milasich 
came behind the bar and said he was going to 
shoot Morris. 
H e took the pistol. 
I told 
him not to point it at me. 
A t that time it 
went off. 
George accused me of saying he 
was drunk. 
I, seeing he was under the in­ 
fluence of liquor, paid no attention to what 
be said, 
I gave him no reason for shooting 
me. 
I was attending to my work.” 
Morelli was thEn taken upon a stretcher 
and carried to his room, on I. street, between 
Fourth and Fifth, but it was believed he 
would live but a short time. 
A t 1 o’clock this morning Morelli was still 
alive and resting quietly. 
Milasich was ar­ 
rested by officer Frazee soon after the affair, 
and is confined in the City Jail. 
No charge 
will be placed against him nntil the result of 
the wound is known. 
The revolver with 
which he shot Morelli is a five-shooter of 
•bout forty caliber.

P u b lic O p in io n .— Lord Beaconaneld, in 
a speech in th e House of Lords last year, 
gave the following characterization of pub­ 
lic opinion : 
“ There is a fashionable 
phrase now th a t everything is inevitable, 
and th a t every event Í3 the production of a 
com m anding force of nature which hum an 
will cannot resist. 
The despotism of pub­ 
lic opinion is in everybody’s m outh. 
But 
I should like to know, when we are called 
upon to bow to this public opinion, who 
will define public opinion. 
M y lords, any 
hum an conclusion th a t is arrived a t w ith 
adequate knowledge and w ith sufficient 
thought is entitled to respect, and the 
public opinion of a great nation under such 
conditions is irresistible, and ought to be 
so. 
But w hat we call public opinion i% 
generally public sentim ent. 
\Y e who live 
in this busy age and in this busy country 
know very well how few there arc who can 
obtain even the knowledge necessary for 
the comprehension of high political sub­ 
jects, and how much fewer there arc, who 
have attained th a t knowledge, can supply 
th e thought which would m ature it into 
opinion. 
No, my lords, it is public senti­ 
m ent, not public opinion, and frequently 
it is public passion.”
